At this time the;'approprlations are 
made for the ensuing year. This is the time:.vyhen the appro- 
priations must be made for snow cleaning.

the cleaning problem. It is this: the problem ot keeping the 
highways .clear of snow in the winter resolves itself into one wt 
getting on the job as soon as the first- snow faHa and keeping 
at it "after every subsequent snowfall.

parts of the' state they began to wake up in the latter part of 
December and January. 
There were several weeks of accumu-
